MISSION: 

The Director of the F M and S A C is responsible for 
the all-source analysis of forn m/s events; the all-source 
analysis and eval of all forn m/s systems except those missile 
systems which are defensive in nature; and the dissemination 
through appropriate means of the results of these analyses 
and evaluations. He shall also assist in the establishment 
of requirements and provide guidance to coll resources designed 
to coll intel on forn m/s systems and opns . When required by 
the D of C I , or other appropriate authority he shall also 
provide his eval of the effectiveness of these coll systems. 

FUNCTIONS: 

The D of the FMSAC shall: 

a. Produce all-source intel on forn m/s opns. 

b. Produce all-source intel on forn offensive miss/sp systems 

c. Provide briefings and support, as directed, on (a) 
and (b) above. 

d. Maintain a 24-hour Control Center to monitor forn 
m/s activity. 

e. Provide admin and substantive supp to the G M 
and A I C (GMAIC) of the USIB. 

f. Provide the Chairman and the CIA member to the GMAIC, 
when directed. 

g. Provide substantive supp to the Natl Estimative process.
